EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The examiner has made the following changes to the drawings. In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make the following correction to the drawing,

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1,9, 17 and 25 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a method of polarimetry comprising performing 
a phase sensitive detection on an output signal by using a modulation signal as a reference signal 
to obtain a demodulation signal, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the respective 
claims. 

3. Claims 2-8, 10-16, 18-24 and 26-32 are allowed because their limitations are dependent 
on limitations of independent claims 1,9, 17 and 25 respectively or an intermediate claim
